Tue Proor or Our Saviour’s FRIENDSHIP 


In the context of our chosen Scrip- 
ture, John 15:15, our blessed Lord told 
the precious truth that giving His life 
to save us was the outpouring of the 
love of His heart. The certtral truth of 
God’s revelation is told in the crimson 
line that runs through. all Scripture, 
pre-eminent in our Lord’s sacrifice on 
Calvary, and proclaiming Him the Sav- 
iour and Friend of sinners. True love 
is evidenced in what it costs — “Hereby 
perceive we the love of God, because he 
laid down his life for us” (1 John 3:16). 
Our Lord displayed His love wher He

In this way “God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us” (Rom. 5:8), 
FRIENDS OF JEQUS 

“Henceforth I call you not servants”; 
said our blessed Lord, “for the servant 
knoweth not what his Lord doeth: but 
I have called you friends; for all things 
that I have heard of my Father I have 
made known unto you” (John 15:15), 
Such words leave us amazed, as we con- 
template the breadth and length, and 
depth and height of the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge. Here we: see 
saved sinners brought into the most hal. 
lowed union with Christ; admitted by 
sovereign grace into the bond of closest, 
holiest fellowship and friendship. Our 
Lord, in His prayer of intercession to 
the Father, said, “Thou hast . . . loved 
them, as thou hast loved me.”

posted outside his home, “Here lives a 
friend of Jesus Christ.” Perhaps we 
would be afraid to do this because of 
all that would be expected of us by our 
neighbors. 

To be a friend of any great man of 


history would fade into insignificance 


compared with being a friend of Jesus, 
the One to whom every knee shall bow. 
Though in His perfect light we esteem 
ourselves as naught, yet, wonder of won- 
ders, the Lord of all being delights to 
make us His friends! An awakened 
sinner ‘is filled with a sense of the in- 
finite distance between himself and a 
holy God; but when the precious fruit- 
age of the cleansing efficacy of the blood 
of Christ is experienced in the soul, there 
comes a personal devotion Yo Christ 
which breaks down all barriers, as the 
Friend of sinners calls him His friend.

Thousands have felt a great loneliness 
when forsaken by friends., Job cried 
out, “My kinsfolk have failed, and my 
familiar friends have forgotten me”;

38:11). In contrast with the fickle, fail- 
ing friendship of mortals is the ever- 
abiding friendship of our truest Friend

test of ours as friends of Jesus. 


Wuat It Means To BE A FRIEND oF JESUS

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Memories of Pastor R. A. Jaffray 


A missionary statesman and pioneer, who carried 
the Gospel into “regions beyond” in the Far East 


in The Bible Magazine, but I did 

not then meet him or correspond 
with him: In March, 1929, when I was 
married, Mr. Jaffray gave us a wedding 
present, That is how we started our 
correspondence. The same summer I 
met him in Shanghai, and we became 
fast friends at first sight. 

In 1930, when Mr. Jaffray went to the 
Dutch East. Indies to open up a new 
work, he invited me to go along. We 
started from Hong Kong on the eight 
days’ trip. We had prayer and Bible 
study every day. 


His Use of Maps To Note Gospel Needs 


During the several months that we 
traveled together, he had no time to 
enjoy the scenery. When we reached 
one place he first found out if there 
were any believers. ‘If there were any 
Christians there, he would visit that 
family and borrew their home.to preach 
the Gospel. He would stay in that city 
and preach for several days. If there 
was no church in that place, and _ if 
there were no believers because the Gos- 
pel had never been preached there, he 
would remember it in his heart, ear- 
nestly praying and planning to send 
someone there to preach the Word of 
God. He loved the maps. In his. bag- 
gage there were all kinds of maps, on 
which he carefully noted where there 
were churches and where there were 
none, what was the population in that 
city, and what the special custom of 
that place. All this he learned to know 
very well. 


One time we went to a place called 
Bali. He told me: “There are one mil- 
lion people there, but all believe in 
Hinduism. The language and customs 
are different than Java. The women 
wear aprons, the men wear shorts, and 
the children wear nothing! The Dutch 
Government calls it the Garden of Eden, 
for the women wear almost no clothes, 
and that draws the American and Euro- 
pean visitors. Many Chinese went to 
do business there. It has been like this 
for several generations. The Java 
church sends a colporteur to sell Gos- 
pels there, but only in Javanese. The 
Americans and Europeans can come for 
a visit, but not for preaching; the Chi- 
nese are allowed to come to do busi- 
ness, but not to preath. We must cause 
the uncovered people in this island to 
wear the robe of righteousness.” 

We reached a city north of Bali and 
stayed in a small: Chinese hotel. There 
were only two rooms joined together — 
one bright and one dark, He insisted 
upon giving the bright room to me. As 


iT USED to read Mr. Jaffray’s articles 


Dr. Griffith Thomas said many 
years ago: “R. A. Jaffray is one of 
the ten leading missionary states- 
men in the world.” Dr. Jaffray was 
born December 16, 1873, in Toronto, 
and died on July 29, 1945, in the in- 
ternment camp in Macassar, Celebes, 
Dutch East Indies. His father was 
owner and publisher of the Toronto 
Globe, one of Canada’s great daily 
papers, and his brother, the late W. 
G, Jaffray, was for many years presi- 
dent of the Globe Printing Com- 
pany. Dr. Robert Jaffray was a mis- 
sionary of the Christian and Mis- 
sionary Alliance. Many of his articles 
appeared in The Sunday School 
Times. 


These memories of Dr. Jaffray are 
by one who knew and loved him 
well, and who was associated with 
him for more than ten years. Mr. 
Wilson Wang‘is a brother of the 
well-known evangelist, Mr. Leland 
Wang, and both are officers of the 
Chinese Foreign Missionary Union. 
Mr. Harry Liu, who translated the 
article, traveled during the past year 
in the United States and England, 
in connection with the Pocket Testa- 
ment League of New York. The biog- . 
raphy of Dr. Jaffray, entitled, “Let 
My People Go,” by A. W. Tozer, is 
published by Christian Publications, 
1517 N. 3rd St., Harrisburg, Pa., $1.50. 
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soon as we put our things in order, he 
wanted to go out to find the colporteur. 
We had forgotten his address, so we 
prayed earnestly, asking the Lord to 
lead us to see this man. We went out 
to the street after praying, and Mr. Jaf- 
fray went into a Cantonese studio. Be- 
cause he spoke pure Cantonese, he was 
warmly welcomed by the manager, Mr. 
Lu. When we asked about the col- 
porteur, we discovered that he was a 
friend of Mr. Lu and had only arrived 
in that place the same morning and had 
spent quite a while in the studio. Mr. 
Lu sent for him right away, and within 
half am hour the colporteur with his 
Gospel books stood before us. God an- 
swered prayer in a wonderful way. 
Later on Mr. Lu and his family all came 
to Christ”“and became a devout Chris- 
tian family, There was also an Armenian 
and a few of his countrymen in Bali. 
Although they were called believers, 
they were only so in name. As far as 
the way of salvation is concerned, they 
did not know the truth. When we found 
them we preached the Gospel to them. 
After Mr. Jaffray was through speaking,

the people wept for their sins and re- 
pented. The Armenian lived with a 
native woman. Pastor Jaffray per- 
formed the marriage ceremony for them. 
A few years later when I visited Bali 
the second time, I found him still strong 
in faith and loving his wife. He told 
me himself: “Pastor Jaffray sent us a 
book to teach us, how to make soap after 
he left us. I learned it. Now I am mak- 
ing a living on this soap business.” How 
he appreciated Pastor Jaffray when he 
told me the story! 

The Dutch Government did not allow 
any foreigners to preach the Gospel in 
Bali. Pastor Jaffray tried several times, 
but he failed. He said afterward: “There 
are many Chinese there, If we call the 
Chinese preachers to preach to the Chi 
nese, would that be all right?” The 
Dutch Government could object no more. 
Therefore the first missionary to enter 
Bali was a Chinese, Pastor Tsang-To- 
Hang. Among those whom he led to the 
Lord was a young man whose father was 
Chinese and whose mother was a 
Balinese woman. Of course this first 
convert had many native friends and 
relatives, and they saw there was a great 
change wrought in this young man’s life 
and they asked the reason why. So he 
took them to Pastor Tsang one by one 
and asked Pastor Tsang to reply. Pastor 
Tsang then preached the Gospel to them. 
They not only believed in the Lord, but 
also confessed Him before men boldly. 
They asked for baptism. Therefore the 
Lord opened the door to preach the Gos- 
pel in Bali. Hallelujah! Praise the 
Lord! 


Gospel Fruit in Bali 


The second time I went to Bali I saw 
many believers there really put on 
clothes. They thoroughly understood 
the Gospel. The first time I preached 
to them, they sat on the ground and I 
sat on a small chair. I asked them, 
“Why can we sinners become the sons 
of God?” They said, “Because the blood 
of Jesus Christ was shed on the cross.” 
I said, “Then, you must bear fruit to 
glorify Him.” They said, “The wind is 
great, the rain is heavy, the fruit drops 
before it is ripened”—by this they 
pointed to persecution. I said, “Wind 
and rain makes the tree rooted deep!” 
They had not thought of this. They beat 
the ground with their hands to show 
their happiness. They love Pastor and 
Mrs. Tsang as their own parents. When 
Pastor Tsang left them, they held him 
and cried bitterly. This shows a little 
bit of Pastor Jaffray’s pioneer work: in 
the Dutch East Indies. 

There were two places in Borneo 


> 
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which were unevangelized. Pastor Jaf- 
fray requested the Christian and Mis- 
sionary* Alliance Mission in America to 
send missionaries there. -This could not 
be done. Pastor Jaffray therefore 
prayed for these two places earnestly. 
He said himself: “I am praying God to 
send laborers. If there are no laborers, 
I am willing to offer myself and go there 
to work. Although I am old and can- 
not learn the native language, I must go 
there to give out tracts, sell Gospel 
books, The Lord spoke to me in my 
prayer, ‘You, Jaffray, prayed to Me ear- 
nestly for your wife’s recovery, and now 
again ask Me to send laborers. Out of 
these two things which one should I an- 
swer first?’ I replied immediately, ‘My 
wife is not so important; human souls 
are important, sending laborers is im- 
portant.’ I finished my prayer and got 
up. I received a telegram which said, 
‘Two missionaries are coming!’ When 
he said this, the tears were still in his 
eyes ! 


Keeping Missionaries in Indo-China 


When I was in Indo-China, Pastor 
Jaffray said tome: “I believed the Lord 
in my youth. The Lord called me to 
go to Indo-China ,to preach the Gospel. 
But at that time the door for preaching 
the Gospel there was not yet opened. 
Therefore I chose a place which is the 
nearest to Indo-China. I spent nearly 
thirty years in that place and founded 
the church there. When the door to 
Indo-China opened I went into it to open 
up the new work there. When there 
were only seven believers in Indo-China, 
the first World War came; the govern- 
ment of Indo-China wanted to drive out 
the missionaries. My heart was very 
sad. I went to see the governor of Indo- 
China and asked him to withdraw his 
order, but he said, ‘No.’ I asked him 
three times, but he turned me down, 

“Then I talked to him of something 
else. I changed the subject to the war 
in Europe, and praised the French troops 
and their courage. They were fighting 
inch by inch. When the governor heard 
that, he was moved greatly. So he pro- 
duced a big map from his library and 
showed where the French troops had 
fought for a week, but had not recov- 
ered one inch of space on the map! 
Afterward, he said, ‘Pastor Jaffray, is 
there anything I can do for you?’ I said: 
‘I want nothing. I only want you not to 
orcer the missionaries out. He prom- 
ised immediately to withdraw his order. 
No word can express my joy. I came 
out of the governor’s office to board the 
train. When I walked into the last train, 
nobody was there. I praised God in a 
loud voice! He answered my prayer, 
so that the seven babies in Christ have 
someone to look after them. Now (in 
1930) there are 7,000 believers there. 
The Indo-Chinese church has evange- 
listic services every night.” 

In Pastor Jaffray’s life he was a mis- 
sionary three times over: first to 
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Kwangsi, China; then to French Indo- 
China; and the last ten years of his life 
in the Dutch East Indies, 

Pastor Jaffray did not believe the mis- 
sionaries should be’ the leaders of the 
local churches after théy were estab- 
lished. Missionaries should move on and 
let the local believers shoulder the re- 
sponsibilities. Someone asked, “Then, 
what shall the missionaries do?” He said, 
without hesitation, “Open up some new 
work where the Gospel has never been 
preached !” 

Pastor Jaffray often said: “In the big 
cities there is traffic control. The red 
light means stop; the green light means 
proceed. We missionaries go out to 
preach and only see green lights; we 
do not see red lights. We can only go 
forward!” Again he said: “Many peo- 
ple pray, ‘Lord, corhe, I want Thee to 
come!’ But they do not hear what the 
Lord said — ‘Go, I want you to go!"” He 
always thought that when the Gospel 
has been preached all over the world, 
and all people have been witnessed to, 
then the Lord will come; the Lord has 
not come because the Gospel has not 
been preached to all the people. 

Pastor Jaffray was ‘the first one to 
use the airplane to preach the Gospel. 
In Dutch New Guinea there are natives 
who were undiscovered until recently. 
The world never knew there was such 
a race. _A few years before the war 
in the Pacific started, a member of the 
Dutch royal family discovered it when 
stopping over in his airplane. The 
natives of that place had never seen the 
outside people, especially the white peo- 
ple. They thought he was a god. They 
would not let him leave them. Mr, Jaf- 
fray heard of this race. He asked the 
Lord to send workers to preach the Gos- 
pel. Due to the difficulty of traveling, 
they went by plane. Thus God gave 
wings to the Gospel. 


His Vision of the Need in China 


Pastor Jaffray saw that the greatest 
need in the Chinese church is the mris- 
sionary spirit toward the outside world. 
He believed the Chinese churches had 
good workers, and also financial re- 
sources; the Chinese church must be 
revived! Therefore the Chinese Foreign 
Missionary Union was organized. : 

It was said that when Jaffray first 
believed in the Lord, he heard a woman 
believer say, “Can you give reasons why 
you don’t go to preach the Gospel to 
the people who have never heard it?” 
He remembered this word, and became 
a missionary, although his father op- 
posed him, even counting him as not his 
son. His father was rich, but did not 
give a cent to him; but he heard the 
Lord’s call and he went straight for- 
ward. Several decades later, his father’s 
heart was turned. 

Those who did not know him well, 
thought he had no burden, no sorrow. 
But those who Knew him, knew he had 
trials all through his life. He had few 
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earthly comforts; he put his trust in the 
Lord. His enjoyment was his work. 

Once he caine to our city of Foochow. 
We all went to meet the boat at Mamoi. 
There is beautiful scenery there. All 
those who came to Foochow for the 
first time stood on the side deck and 
looked at the scenery. We thought Pas- 
tor’ Jaffray must be among them, but 
we looked in vain. We thought he hadn’t 
come. When we got on board the ship, 
we found his name was on the passen- 
ger list. When we ,went to his room, 
he was still sitting on his bed writing 
articles for The Bible Magazine. When 
he saw me he said: “Has the boat ar- 
rived? Then I must get up and dress.” 
On that visit to’ Foochow he had ten 
days of meetings; my two brothers, Chun 
Fan and Philip, both believed on the 
Lord Jesus Christ. After ten days’ work 
he said to me, “I am enjoying my vaca- 
tion here, now I must go to find lost 
sheep in the far country !” 


Just Beginning Te Work 

I still remetmber once in Java when 
I said to Pastor Jaffray: “There is a 
Foochow than here. He was an earnest 
preacher, but has now stopped working 
for the Lord.” Immediately he and I 
went to find that man and asked him 
why he stopped working for the Lord. 


He said, “I am old and useless.” Ile - 


didn’t know that Pastor Jaffray was 
older than he, I remember Jaffray said 
to him: “I have been learning how to 
work all through my life; now I am 
just beginning to work!” That old 
brother was greatly encouraged. 

Once we sailed together, second class. 
There were too many people in a cabin. 
Pastor Jaffray had no leisure on the boat 
either to write books or to write letters. 
He went to see the captain, requesting 
him to open an empty first-class room 
for him to work in. He said: “It is not 
because I could not afford to take the 
first class, but my money is all con- 
tributed by others, and in it there are 
the widow's two mites. Your room is 
empty; how about opening it for my 
use?” The captain said: “My mother 
was also an earnest Christian. When 
I was young, I learned to sing hymns 
at her knee. Now because I am a sea- 
man, I am getting cold. Today I saw 
your labez of love, your work for the 
Lord; { am inspired!” It is needless to 
say that nis request was granted, 

Although Paster Jaffray spoke Can- 
tonese, when he went to the South Seas, 
he was too old to learn the Dutch or 
Malay languages. One day he went to 
see a Dutch officer. The officer purposely 
spoke Dutch to him, Pastor Jaffray 
pointed to his own white hair and said 
to the Dutch officer: “Although you 
don’t respect an Englishman, you should 
respect an old man. It is not that I don’t 
want to learn your honorable language, 
but I arm old and have no way te learn 
it.” The Dutch officer felt ashamed, and 
spoke English to him immediately. It 
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is no wonder people think of him as 
one of the missionary statesmen of the 
world, 

Pastor Jaffray had special love for the 
brethren.and sisters who fell.. There 
were two sisters in the Dutch East In- 
dies who fell into temptation. Every 
time Pastor Jaffray went to that place 
he would call on them. He said, “Some 
day when they need a friend, I want 
to be their -friend.” 


Another time, going from Hong Kong to: 


Shanghai, he saw two young girls among 
the passengers. They wanted to find 
their uncles in Shanghai. Pastor Jaf- 
fray preached to them and told them to 
trust the Lord. He was also afraid the 
young girls would fall into evil men’s 
hands, so he escorted them to the mis- 
sionary’s home temporarily, to wait for 
their uncles to take them home. 
Pastor Jaffray believed in divine heal- 
ing. In 1938 he was sick. in the United 
States. The doctor said that unless he 
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had an operation immediately his life 
was in danger. Pastor Jaffray replied: 
“My body is not mine, it is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost. Let me pray, and 
ask God if I.need an operation or not; 
tomorrow morning I can decide.” The 
doctor said, “If you don’t have an opera- 
tion right away, tomorrow morning will 
be too late; you cannot wait!” Pastor 
Jaffray did not consent. The doctor said, 
“I never saw such a man, who does not 
fear death!” The same evening the 
Lord healed him. The next morning 
even the doctor said himself that the 
operation was unnecessary ! 

Pastor Jaffray and I worked together 
in The Bible Magazine for more than 
ten years. I can truthfully say that he 
was a good friend and a kind co-worker. 
I write this to the glory of God and to 


the memory of a friend I honored and °

Enlisting Juniors in Missionary Giving 
What 4 class of nine Juniors has done fot boys in @ mission school © 


AST January a class of eleven and 

twelve-year-old Sunday school boyy 
in the First Presbyterian Church o 
Woodbridge, N, J., was asked if they 
would not like to help our missionary. 
They responded so‘ well that, in addition 
to their regular Sunday school collec- 
tion, they gave direct to missions for the 
first six months of 1947, $13.57. There 
are nine in the class, and I believe this 
amount compares favorably with the 
average gifts to benevolences of. the 
total church membership. 

This fine response on the part.of the 
boys came about in the following man- 
ner, 

A little more than a year ago I was 
asked. to become their teacher. They 
were like most boys of Junior age, full 
of pep.. So I got them together once a 
month to blow off steam. However, I 
had each one bring his Bible; and we 
had a short Bible discussion first, fol- 
lowed by light refreshments, And then, 
well, I am not saying what followed, 
except that, under supervision, they did 
about as they, wished. 

However, as I had formerly been a 
teacher :of a men’s Bible ciass, I began 
to make myself over and think in terms 
of a boy’s life. I soon discovered that 
boys of today jingle much more money 
to spend than they did when I was a 
boy. And knowing the great missionary 
needs since the war, I wondered if I 
could not get them interested in using 
some of their pocket money, which is 
usually spent on themselves, to help 
other boys for whom the missionaries 
have no spare change. I mentioned this 
to one of our missionary speakers, and

he suggested “staking a claim,” and sent 
me printed matter concerning it. But it 
seemed to me that this would not inter- 
est young boys today, although it might 
have in the days of °49. Therefore I 
wrote to one of our own missionaries, 
explaining that I desired to find some 
boy in his mission who needed help, and 
for which he had no provision. 

Strange to say, he had just such a case 
on his hands, an Indian boy of nearly 
the same age as the boys in my class. 
The boy was in the mission school, but 
without proper clothing. This word 
came about the middle of March.. The 
boys had been saving their pennies and 
nickels ever since the first of January, 
and the amount up to this date was over 
$6, in addition to their regular Sunday 
school offerings.. I talked it over with 
the boys, and they voted to send $5 to 
the Indian boy, Andy, Lopez. 

I wrote the letter, which they signed 
and sent to the matron of:the school. 
Later We received a reply from Andy, 
thanking the boys for the money. He 
explained his use of the gift as follows: 
“I bought me a pair of pants which I 
needed very much, and also had my 
shoes soled.” 

To say that the boys appreciated this 
firsthand missionary effort is putting it 
mildly. Later, the matron wrote the 
class and included a small photograph 
of Andy for each one of the class. I 
had previously takén a picture of the 
class and sent one to Andy. 

This summer we received word that 
Andy had given his heart to Christ. He 
has not had it too easy, for his parents 
are not: Christians and want him to 
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come home, which he did this summer, 
and had been working in the cotton 
fields. Does all this pay? Ask my Sun- 
day school class, who are still saving 
their nickels to help again, if necessary; 
or.perhaps help some other boy who 
may be in need. Some time ago they 
voted Andy an absent member of the 
class, and wrote him to that effect. 

Later, the boys also sent a regular 
class letter, signed by each fellow, and 
recently I received a full-page typewrit- 
ten letter from the missionary, meant 
for the whole class. In it are these 
words, “We greatly appreciate your in- 
terest in. the boy, and hope that by our 
combined efforts, we may be able to 
help him continue his education.” 

Do you think the boys will let him 
down if he is in need? I do not. 

Later we learned of the needs of an- 
other Indian boy, Bevin Lewis, and the 
class sent $6 for clothing for him, $1 of 
which he gave to his sister. Bevin’s 
father gave up a good-paying job of 
driving a tractor so that he might study 
to be a missionary to his own people. 

To date (November 24), the boys have 
given $25 to missions. 

My main reason for writing this is 
the hope that it may inspire other 
teachers to see how responsive the 
Juniors will become when the specific 
needs of the mission fields are presented. 
I believe these nine boys are just a sam- 
ple of what many other Juniorfs of the 
same age would be glad to do if the 
right appeal is made.

A Plea From Africa 


(This moving plea for a missionary 
was received by the Rev. E. P. How- 
ard, Christian and Missionary Alli- 
ance missionary to the French 
Sudan.) 
San P. O. ' 
Ntoroso, Le 11 Novembre, 1946, 
French Sudan, F, W. A. 
Dear Pasteur in Chief: 

We (Christians) of Nouna delight to 
send this letter to you, our spiritual 
chief in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ—the name by which the poor 
may speak to God’s anointed. Forgive 
us for writing. We beg of you in the 
name of the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Spirit— Him who has chosen you 
that through your lips, all races may 
hear the good news. 

We, the Christian (leadérs) of Nouna 
are gathered together to send this peti- 
tion to you in the name of the Father, 
Son, and Holy Spirit to beg of you this 
one thing —it is this, to petition you for 
a missionary, who will “sit” in the Nouna 
district. We beg to you, we beg of you, 
we beg of you. ‘Give us a missionary 
in order that our people may not go 
down into perdition. We had heard that 
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a missionary couple was coming (to 
Nouna). We were filled with joy. Now 
we hear that you want them to go some 
other place. We have wept over your 
name. Our hearts have turned to water. 
Our strength is finished. 


Oh! our big chief, hear these poor 
people and give us a missionary leader ! 
Read this letter and ask our Lord Jesus 
about it. Our leader, consider the per- 
secution we have endured. We repented 
in 1940. The paramount chief at Nouna 
beat us and beat us. They put us in 
prison. They stripped our girls and beat 
them publicly. They shaved our heads 
without water. We were persecuted so 
that many of us ran away, dispersed to 
other sections of the country. After 
that God spoke to six of us. We re- 
turned and came to Ntoroso. We studied 
the Word of God. Then we served 
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evangelists and teachers in the San dis- 
trict. We preached and taught for three 
years. Now we want to return to our 
own districts to preach there. Because 
now the people of eight villages have 
repented and there are many Christians. 
We beg you, our deader, give us a mis- 
sionary (to stand with us) in order that 
your children’s strength may not be ex- 
hausted.. Those of us from Nouna who 
are new Christian workers number six. 
We have united to write this letter to 
you, our leader in the name of the 
Father, and the Son, and the Holy Spirit. 
May the Lord cause the mission to in- 
crease under your leadérship.

Primary Children CAN Be Missionaries 


How a superintendent presents missions to tiny tots 


N A recent discussion among a group 
of Christian workers I heard this 

statement: “Primary children are too 
young to be burdened with missions.” 
I am afraid I looked rather pityingly 
at the speaker, for I knew that nothing 
was farther from the truth. After five 
years’ experience in the Primary De- 
partment of our church, I have dis- 
covered that little folks are capable 
of real missionary vision. 

I would enjoy introducing little Sue 
to my skeptical friend. One bright Sun- 
day morning not long ago Sué entered 
the Primary Department of the Ganson 
Street Baptist Bible School with a jar 
so heavy she could scarcely carry it. 
Eyes glowing like stars, Sue marched 
up at offering time and poured the con- 
tents of her burden into the missionary 
jug—over ten dollars in pennies, 
nickels, and-dimes. It was all the spend- 
ing money she had received for many 
months. She said, “This is for Danny.” 
Visions. of goodies foregone, of childish 
wants denied, came to me, as I watched 
Sue return to her place in the seven- 
year-old girls’ class, happy because she 
had seen a vision of whitened harvests 
and was able to do something about, it. 

David is six, and in spite of the fact 
that his mother, a teacher in our depart- 
ment, is the sole support of the family 
of five, he proudly puts his offering into 
the missionary jug each Sunday. Surely 
he has caught the vision of sacrificial 
giving from his godly mother, and is 
receiving a precious heritage, a mission- 
ary heart. ; 

Of course this spirit of giving, this 
vision of the world in need of a Sav- 
jour, has to be carefully cultivated. 
But the soil of child-heart is soft and 
fertile, eager to receive the seeds of 
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missionary vision. Never a Sunday goes 
by in our department without a*vital, 
realistic presentation of | missions. 
Snatches of letters received from mis- 
sionaries are read or related. Needs of 
Danny, missionary child whose parents 
labor in the southern tip of Africa, and 
who looks to the Primaries for his entire 
support, are discussed. Condition of his 
health, dangers he encounters daily, are 
vividly pictured. The necessity for a 
new house for Peggy, the children’s mis- 
sionary in Kentucky, is presented, or her 
need for a new Ford to climb the rocky 
hills to remote sections. Fervent prayer 
is offered for these vital needs. Thus 
the children learn obedience to the 
Lord’s command, “Go ye,” not only by 
giving but by praying. The children 
are entranced when they learn that the 
extra large offering sent last month ex- 
actly met the need for additional room 
in the orphanage in Kentucky. 

“Primary News,” a mimeographed 
sheet containing bits of gossip concern- 
ing the department, enters the home of 
each child monthly, and tells the par- 
ents as well as the children how much 
was received for missions. Because of 
the enthusiasm of tiny tots, parents be- 
come interested, and send fifty cent 
pieces and dollar bills in place of the 
pennies that formerly predominated. 

Pictures of missionaries supported by 
the department are given to each child. 
Sunday school papers are saved by the 
children and sent periodically to the 
missionaries. 


Last year our Primary Department, - 


with an average attendance of 102, gave 
$724.68 to missions, far exceeding the 
giving of many whole congregations. 
Excitement ran high as news came 
that Peggy was coming from her mis- 
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sion station in Kentucky. Letters were 
sent to all the children warning them 
not to miss her visit. On the eventful 
Sunday morning the department was 
crowded to the doors, each of us eagerly 
awaiting a peek at our very own, hon- 
est-to-goodness missionary. The boys 
and girls listened attentively as Peggy 
told what their prayers and money had 
accomplished. She has become as famil- 
iar to them as their own parents — and 
almost as precious. 

It has been said that a missionary- 
minded church is a growing church. The 
same holds true of Sunday schools. 
The children themselves want to be good 
missionaries at home. Many of them 
work hard to bring other children with 
them. One little fellow tried for months 
to get his younger brother to come with 
him. Finally the day arrived when he 
marched in the door holding tight to 
little brother’s hand, his face beaming. 
Proper recognition of this accomplish- 
ment was given. He was commended 
for being a good missionary. 

With $400.51 already received for the 
first six months of this year, mission- 
ary giving will far exceed that of last 
year, 

To my doubtful friend, and to all who 
are interested, let me heartily say, 
“Primaries can be missionaries !”

Unique Missionary Banks 
By Elizabeth Williams Sudlow 


N ONE Bible school a worker in the 

Primary Department asked permis- 
sion to make a special bank, or con- 
tainer, for each monthly missionary of- 
fering. She had three firm convictions. 
One was that missionary instruction 
should be given to the young children. 
Second, she fel that the appeal would 
be more effective if presented through 
the eye gate. Third, she believed that 
every child is a potential missionary, 
and interest may be created very early 
in life, 

For several Sundays before the mis- 
sionary offering is taken the children 
are told about it— what the money will 
be used for, and why it is necessary 
for the children at home te add their 
mites. The thought that it is a privilege 
to give is ever kept uppermost. 

On the Sunday preceding the one on 
which the offering is taken, each little 
paper that is taken home has a mes- 
sage written across the margin—a re- 
minder to the parents. 

The special banks, or containers, are 
unique. At Christmas time a wee tree 
is fitted to the top of a can, and through 
a slot.cut in the lid the offering is drop- 
ped. Sometimes a doll is dressed in the 
costume of the country for which the 
money is to be used, and stands on the 
offering box. Again, an empty shoe may

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D.

Approach to the Lesson 


ATURE is a witness to the reality 
N of God as the mastermind behind 

this universe. That this vast crea- 
tion should have developed of itself into 
the orderly, law-controlled, apparently 
illimitable system that it is, without a 
creator and upholder, is unthinkable. 
“The things . . . seen” are therefore a 
testimony to the existence of God, tell- 
ing out His power and wisdom. But 
it is in Christ alone that we learn the 
love and holiness of God. These are 
declared in the Scriptures of both Tes- 
taments, but are seen in their fullness 
in our Lord Jesus Himself, He who came 
to reveal the Father and to give His 
life as a ransom that guilty sinners 
might be reconciled to God. 

He is said to be the exact expression 
of His (that is, of God’s) character (Heb. 
1:3, literal rendering). In Him we learn 
God’s attitude toward mankind, His de- 
testation of sin, and yet His yearning 
love for the sinner. If we desire to 
know God better we should read the 
four Gospels more diligently and be- 
come better acquainted with Christ Him- 
self, who is God manifest in the flesh. 
The holiness of Jesus is the holiness of 
God. The love of Jesus is the love of 
God. And we nzed to remember that 
the hatred of Jesus, His detestation of 


‘ hypocrisy and of all impurity and un- 


righteousness, often so vehemently de- 
clared, is the expression of God’s hatred 
of all iniquity. 
The Historical Setting 

Isaiah 40 begins the second half of 
this great prophecy, which is attributed 
by many to a different author than the 
one who wrote the first part. They 


call him “the second Isaiah,” or the 
“great unknown,” but our Lord recog- 
nized the unity of authorship, as we may 
see from the use He made of this part 
of the prophecy (Luke 4:17-19; Matt. 
8:17). Isaiah flourished some 700 years 
before Christ. John, the author of the 
fourth Gospel, lived to a great age and 
probably wrote this record of the life 
of Jesus somewhere between A.D. 70 
and 90. It was in circulation among the 
churches early in the second century 
of our era. 


Verse by Verse 


Isa. 40:28.—“The Lord, the Creator of 
the ends of the earth, fainteth not.” The 
expression, “ends of the earth,” covers 
the entire world, thus distinguishing 
Jehovah, the God of Israel, from all the 
tribal gods of the nations. He is the 
omnipresent One, infinite in wisdom and 
omnipotent in power, 

Verse 29.—“He giveth power to the 
faint.” God imparts His own strength 
to those who take the place of confessed 
weakness and look to Him in faith. 

Verse 30.—“The youths shall faint . . 
the young men shall utterly fall.” Physi- 
cal powers soon fail, even the strongest 
grow weak eventually. 

Verse 31—“They that wait on the 
Lord shall renew their strength.” Those 
who learn the secret of depending upon 
the living God find spiritual vigor that 


_ enables them to rise above the things of 


this world — mounting up as eagles, and 
so sustaining them that they can run 
their appointed race without weariness 
and walk with God, without fainting as 
they face the conflicts of the way. 
John 14:8—“Shew us the father, and 
it sufficeth us.” How many have echoed 
these words since Philip uttered them! 
Men are perplexed and confused be- 
cause they fail to avail themselves of 
the revelation God has given concern- 


ing Himself, or they misapprehend the 
instruction of His Word. Philip had been 
with Jesus some three or more years; 
yet had but dimly realized the truth” 
of the mystery of Christ's person. 

Verse 9.—“He, that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father.”. All that God is has 
been told out in Jesus. He was the 
Word incarnate, who made God known 
to all who believed in Him. 


Verse 10.—“I am in the Father, and 
the Father in me.” The human mind 
cannot fathom the full meaning of these 
words, but they declare that God and 
Jesus were absolutely one and insep- 
arable. He could say, “The Father that 
dwelleth in me, he doeth the works.” 
In His place as the dependent Man, the 
Lord chose not to exercise His own ‘di- 
vine power or wisdom, but to be sub- 
missive in all things to the Father, who 
found in Him a perfect instrument 
through which to work. 

Verse 11.—“Believe me for the very 
works’ sake.” All that He did bore wit- 
ness to His divine relationship to the 
Father. His miraculous signs bore tes- 
timony to His Sonship and union with 
God. 


Verse 12.—“Greater works than these 
shall he do.” Christ promised His dis- 
ciples that if they believed, they should 
do even greater works than He had done 
—after He returned to the Father and 
the Holy Spirit, the Comforter, came 
to abide with them forever (John 14: 
16). Pentecost was itseif the first ful- 
fillment of this, and as the days went 
on the truth of the promise was demon- 
strated more and more, as scores, hun- 
dreds, and even thousands (Acts 4:4) 
turned to the Lord through the minis- 
try of Peter and John and the other 
apostles. Miracles were comparatively. 
few, though they were wrought as oc- 
casion seemed to demand, but the greater 
works consisted in bringing the multi- 
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tudes’ to repentance toward God and 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. In this 
mighty work Peter and John had, during 
the earlier years of Christian testimony, 
the first place. 


Verse 13—“Whatsoever ye shall ask 
in my name, that will I do.” To ask in 
His name is not simply to add some 
such expression to our prayers as “In 
the.name of the Lord Jesus”; but it 
means to ask by His authority. They 
were to go forth in His name, to bap- 
tize in His name, to preach in His name, 
and to pray in His name. He must be 
recognized as Master and Lord in all 
that. we do as Christians. When these 
conditions are met, we may be assured 
that we shall have the answer to our 
prayers. 

Verse 14—“If ye shall ask any thing 
in my name, I will do it.” This is the 
secret of effectual prayer. When we are 
assured of His will and make our re- 
quests in accordance with that will, we 
ask in His name and He promises to 
answer. Thus He declares Himself to 
be as truly God as He is truly man. It 
is God alone who answers prayer; so 
the Lord Jesus Christ was assuring His 
disciples that He was, in very truth, the 
Sent One of the Father, the eternal Son 
manifested in flesh and now about to 
return to that glory from which He came. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Honest inquirers after God will find 
their questions answered and their per- 
plexities solved when they become ac- 
quainted with Jesus Christ as revealed 
in the Word. In Him we see God fully 
manifested. He was not a man seeking 
after God, as many assert. In Him we see 
God seeking after man, making known 
that God, apart from Christ, must forever 
remain The Unknowable, so far as the 
human mind is concerned. But in the 
Son we see the Father manifested.

in the Son: become incarnate; The in- 
visible God has been revealed in Christ, 
who is the eternal Word, through whom 


‘all things were brought into existence 


in Heaven and earth; that is, in the en- 
tire created universe. 


Summaries and Applications 


Men seek through human philosophy 
to find out God, only to remain in hope- 
less ignorance. When they come in the 
simplicity of faith to the Lord Jesus, 
their quest is ended. 

Theologians who refuse .to be taught 
by the plain words of Scripture flounder 
in confusion of mind as they talk of 
the problem of Jesus. But He is no 
problem. He is the divine solution to 
all our problems. 

Only those who receive Christ in faith 
as Saviour and Lord find the Father. 
Apart from Him, men are doomed to 
hopeless orphanage. 

It is foolish to prate of miracles as the 
greater works that Jesus promised to 
enable His believing disciples to- per- 
form. None, since His day, have done 
as great miracles as the stilling of the 
tempest, the raising of Lazarus, or the 
feeding of the multitudes; but winning 
souls to Christ is, in the eyes of God, 
greater than these mighty works. 

Let us not be content with acknowl- 
edging one true and living God. We 
need to be sure that we know Him as 
our Father, whose heart beats in tender 
love toward all who trust Him.

as the Father of spirits. It was of that 
likeness to God Paul speke at Athens 
when he said, “We are .. . [God’s] off- 
spring.” He was speaking to heathen 
people then. But writing to Christian 
people he said, “Ye are all the children 
of God by faith in Christ Jesus.” Paul 
knew that Christians are children of 
God in a way that others are not. 

Sin has spoiled the relation between 
men and God as the Father of their 
spirits. God now must say to men, “If 

. I be a father, where is mine hon- 
our?” Sin makes men act more like 
children of the Devil than children of 
God. - Indeed, the Lord Jesus actually 
told His enemies, “Ye are of your father 
the devil.” 

So if we would really know God as 
our- Father, and be His true. children, 
something has to be done in us; and only 
the Lord Jesus can de it. John tells us: 
“As many-as received him [Christ], to 
them gave he Power to become the sons 
of God.” Power to become real chil- 
dren of God comes from Jesus Christ 
when we receive Him as our Saviour. 
So ‘today, as ve think of the. Father in 
Heaven, let each one ask himself, “Am 
I one of God’s true children?” If sin 
has spoiled things between us and God 
so that we ‘act more like children of 
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the Devil than children of God, lose no 
time in telling the Saviour about it. 
Own up to your sin, ask His forgiveness, 
and Christ will make us God’s children, 
and enable us to live so as to please 
Him: Then God will be even more real 
and more precious to us than our earthly 
father.

The Busy Men's Comer

“Hast thou not known .. . the ever- 
lasting God, the Lord, the Creator? (Isa. 
40: 28.)—In the introduction to “The God 
Who Matters,” a London journalist says: 
“A friend of mine traveling in a railway 
carriage one day found himself in the 
company of a voluble atheist. ... My 
friend, on the other hand, was not a 
voluble character —in fact, he was ex- 
tremely quiet and reserved and certainly 
not in any sense argumentative; but 
when challenged to his face, he was 
quite capable enough of giving a reason 
of the hope that was in him. 


/He listened interestedly to the athe- 
ist, waiting for a chance ‘to get a word 
in edgeways,’ as we say, and at last the 
man exhausted ‘himself with the bald 
statement: ‘God! God! There ain’t no 
such ,being as God!’ 


“*That’s curious,’ observed my friend 
very quietly, ‘I happen to know Him!’ 
And then, after-a pause, ‘And more curi- 
ous still, you happen to hate Him!’ If 
there can be any more potent evidence 
of the reality of God than the fact that 
so many men and women know and love 
Him, it can only be that so many others 
don’t know Him, but hate Him.” 


I like. the incident about the high 
school girl, who had been reared in a 
Christian home where the Bible was ac. 
knowledged as the Word of God. When 
in examination the question was asked, 
“What is the Darwinian theory of. the 
origin of man?” she wrote out the the- 
ory as she had been taught it, and added, 
“But I don’t believe it!” 

She wondered what the teacher would 
think, and what her grade would be. 
When the papers were returned, she 
was pleased to notice she had received 
a good grade. She ran her eyes down 
the paper to the place where she had 
written, “But I don’t believe it,” and 
was delighted to find in the teacher's 
handwriting, “Neither do I!" Both 
teacher and scholar believed that God 


was the creator of all things, including 


man. 

“He that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father; and how sayest thou then, Shew 
us the Father?” (John 14:9.)\—God was 
not content. with making creation bear 
witness to His existence, wisdom, power, 
and goodness. His delights were with 
the sons of men, and He longed to come 
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near to us, and bring us into relation- 
ship with Himself. This is the message 
of incarnation. 


I read the pérsonal experience of a 
Mr. H. Gill of Canada, which impressed 
me. ,He said he remembered passing 
down a street of a city in the winter- 
time. Someone had thrown a sheaf of 
grain into a vacant lot, and as he passed 
by, that sheaf of grain was eovered with 
sparrows. They were having a royal 
feast. He stood and: watched them, and 
as he drew near to them they began to 
get uneasy. He took another step for- 
ward, and they got more nervous still, 
and one step more, and their wings were 
up, and away they flew. He said to 
himself — What is the trouble with the 
sparrows? I meant them no harm! And 
the answer came, The trouble is not 
with the sparrows, but with yourself, 
you are far too big! Then he wondered 
how he could get down among those 
sparrows so that they would not be 
afraid. There was only one answer, Be 
a sparrow yourself! If he could become 
a sparrow, he could fly down among 
them, and not one would fly away. |, 


What God taught Mr. Gill that day 
was a reflex of what took place in His 
own blessed heart. God came near to

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man in one form and another (in Old 
Testament times) and man was afraid, 
and God said, I will become Man, so as 
to get near to man; and in coming into 
manhood form, He came into it at its 
weakest point, babyhood. Adam was 
created a full-grown man; but when 
God drew near to man He came in the 
form of a babe. 


That man was “God manifest in the 
flesh” (1 Tim. 3:16). “For in him dwell- 
eth all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily” (Col. 2:9).

AY, fellows, what do you know about 

God? Nothing more important than 
this could occupy your thoughts at this 
moment. Have you ever taken time to 
list the facts you have been told about 
God, and how many of those facts you 
know of a certainty? What you believe 
about God will altogether affect the 
serenity of your heart and mind — now 
and for eternity. 

I well remember that as a boy I was 
afraid of God. I felt that if I should 
meet God in the road I would run, I 
had that conception of His holiness, His 
justice, and His stern judgments that 
would awe me at the thought of God's 
presence, for I knew that I was a sin- 
ner, and if He should come upon me 
suddenly I would want to hide. (You 
will recall that Adam felt that way 
when he heard the voice of God in the 
garden.) But I did not feel that way 
about the Lord Jesus. I thought if I 
should see Jesus coming down the path, 
I would hasten to meet Him, for I was 
sure I would see a smile of recognition 
upon His face; I would hear my own 
name uttered by His lips, and I would 
see His extended hand. I would lose 
no time getting up to Him and parking 
my hand in that friendly grasp. That's 
the way I felt about Jesus; and I was 
right about Jesus, but I was wrong about 
God! 

Many seem to think of God as very 
distant — sitting in cold, hard judgment 
away out yonder somewhere, millions of 
light years distant. One might start a 
prayer to Him which would eventually 
reach Him, but the answer seems very 
remote and uncertain. 

The disciples were very uncertain and 
puzzled about God the Father. They 
would hear the Lord Jesus @hrist speak- 
ing of “our Father in heaven,” “my 
Father ... in heaven,” “your heavenly 
Father’—and one day Philip (prob- 
ably speaking the thought that was in 
the mind of the others exclaimed, “Lord, 
shew us the Father, and it sufficeth us.” 
I imagine Jesus looked at him with al- 
most an expression of pain, as He an- 
swered, “Oh, Philip, have you been with 
Me this long time, walking with Me, 
talking with Me, eating and sleeping 
with Me, and have not seen the Father? 
Have you seen Me ministering to the 
sick and healing them, giving sight to 
the blind, hearing to the deaf, making 
the lame to walk, and bringing joy to 
those in sorrew, and have not seen the 
Father? Why, Fhilip, when you see Me, 
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you see the Father in action, And, ‘oh, 
Philip, if you will stay close enough by, 
not long hence you will see My enemies 
nailing Me to the cross; you will see 
them driving the iron spikes into the 
palms of My hands, and into the sensi- 
tive insteps of My feet; you will see the 
crown of thorns pressed down upon My 
brow; then, Philip, you will see Me look 
up and say, ‘Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what they do!’ When 
you see that, Philip, you will be looking 
into the great, wide open, loving heart 
of God the Father.” 

Yes, fellows, it-is through the loving 
Saviour, Jesus Christ, that you and I 
can learn to know God, our Heavenly 
Father. And how wonderful it is to 
know Him and to realize His presence 
continually with us—peculiarly fortu- 
nate for a young fellow who has learned 
to look to his earthly father for counsel 
and help in a thousand ways, but who 
has also discovered that his earthly 
father, as much as he loves and cares, 
has not the power to do and give all 
that is needed in a young fellow’s life. 
But here is “the everlasting God, the 
Lord, the Creator of the ends of the 
earth, [who] fainteth not, neither is 
weary.

Have We a Right To Call God Father? 


CHRISTIAN man was speaking 

about prayer. A worldly man said 
to him, “I tried praying, but it never 
did any good, so I quit.” 

The Christian replied: “I get answers 
to prayer every day. If your prayers 
were not answered, something must be 
wrong. Would you mind telling me how 
you prayed?” 

“I. prayed just like other people, I 
guess. I began, ‘Our Father.’” 

“Maybe that was the trouble,” said 
the Christian. “Is God your Father? 
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No one has a right to call God ‘Father’ 
unless he has been born into God’s fam- 
ily. If your son said, ‘Father, please 
give me a nickel,’ you would give it to 
him if you had it and thought it would 
be for his good. But if a strange little 
boy stepped up to you and said, ‘Father, 
please give me a nickel,’ would you give 
it to him?” 

The worldly man said, “No, I would 
say, ‘Be off with you.’ I see that I was 
wrong to begin my prayers, ‘Our Father.’ 
Tell me what you mean by being born 
into God’s family.” 

The Christian man led him to Christ. 
Some months later he met him again. 
“What do you think about prayer now?” 
he asked. 

The other man answered enthusias- 
tically, “I get answers to prayer every 
day. It makes all the difference that I 
have the right to call God Father.” 


What We Know About God 


Let us see how much we can learn 
about. God in today’s lesson. Turn to 
Isaiah 40: 28-31, 

What comes first? He is “everlasting.” 
Sometimes people say, “Where did God 
come from?” The answer is found in 
Psalm 90:2. God always was and always 
will be. Do you remember the name 
by which God called Himself when He 
spoke to Moses from the burning bush? 
(Exod. 3:14.) Not “I was,” or “I will be,” 
but “I AM.” God. is the self-existent 
One. 

“The Lord” means the supreme One. 
God is supreme. He is omnipotent. 
That means He is all-powerful. There 
is nothing that God cannot do except 
that which is inconsistent with His own 
nature. Titus 1:2 tells us one thing that 
God cannot do. He is omnipotent, but 
He cannot lie because His nature is holy, 

“The Creator of the ends of the earth.” 
God is the creator of all. He Himself 
is the only uncreated being in the uni- 
: verse. 

He “fainteth not, neither is weary.” 
God has infinite capacity and infinite 
energy. There is nothing He cannot ac- 
complish. 

“There is no searching of his under- 
standing.” God is omniscient. That 
means He knows. all. Someone has said, 
“A true friend is one who knows all 
about you and still loves you.” God is 
the only one who completely fits this 
definition of a true friend. He knows 
all about everything in the universe and 
He knows all about-us, and He still loves 
‘us. 

The last two verses show God's good- 
ness. He is willing to give of His un- 
limited energy to those who wait upon 
Him. The fact that God is able to give 
strength to all, no matter how far they 
are separated, suggests God’s omnipres- 
ence. That means He is everywhere at 
once. God is a real person, but He is 
not limited by time and space as we are. 
“When we say God is omnipresent we 
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mean that He can be with us and at the 
same time be with people on the opposite 
side of the world. Proverbs 15:3 helps 
to clarify the meaning of this. 

On Paul’s second missionary journey 
he went to Athens. There He saw an 
altar inscribed “TO THE UNKNOWN 
GOD.” So Paul stood on Mars’ Hill and 
preached to the Greeks about the true 
God whom they did not know. Let us 
read his sermon to see- how much he 
told them about God. Turn to Acts 17: 
22-31. What in this sermon suggests 
God’s omnipotence? His omnipresence? 
His omniscience? 

What did the Apostle Paul tell them 
that God has commanded every one to 
do? What does verse 31 tell us? That 
day is soon coming. Are you ready? 


Getting Ready To Meet God 


Turn to John 14. In the sixth verse 
the Lord Jesus told His disciples that 
He is the only means of approach to 
God the Father. 

What did Philip ask in verse 8? Jesus 
answered, “He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father.” Both His words and 
His works are of the Father. If we know 
the Lord Jesus we know God the Father. 

Our Golden Text tells us what is nec- 
essary to please God. Faith~is believing. 
Notice how often “believe” occurs in 
John 14. 

The only way we can approach God 
is through repentance and faith in His 
Son the Lord Jesus Christ. God is so 
great and holy we dare not stand before 
Him in our sin. But Christ became man 
as well as God that He might die for 
our sins and bring us to God. If we 
have come to God through Him, we 
have a right to call God Father. And 
we need not fear to meet Him. 

Look at the wonderful result in John 
14:13, 14. All our prayers will be an- 
swered if they are for God’s glory and 
our good. It is wonderful to have the 
right to call God Father. Have you that 
right?

For Junior Teachers

Topic and Scripture: 
God Our Maker and Father 
(Acts 17:22-31; Matt. 6:9) 

OBABLY some pupil has an infant 
brother or sister. Ask the mother 
to be a visitor at class, bringing the baby 
with her. Also ask a girl to bring a 
life-sized baby doll. Let the class com- 
pare the baby and the doll. What makes 
the difference? Life! God gave the baby 
life. The baby breathes. Does the doll 
breathe? God gave life to the baby, but 
the people who made the doll could not 
give breath to the doll. God is the only 
one who can give life and breath. There 
is a verse in the Bible that tells about 
this. “He [God] giveth to all life, and 
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breath, and all things” (Acts 17:25, Mem- 
ory Verse). -You may also compare a 
person with a statue, if there is one 
with which the pupils are familiar. 

Do you know how God gave life to 
the first man? (A picture of Adam in 
the Garden of Eden may be used.) Gen- 
esis 2:7 tells. Did God give you life 
and breath? (Job 33:4.) Is it God who 
keeps you living moment by moment? 
(Job 12:10. See the marginal reading 
for “soul.’’) 

After Paul had told Lydia about the 
Lord Jesus Christ and she had received 
new life from God, a life that would never 
die, even when her body stopped breath- 
ing, he traveled on to tell other people. 
Coming to Athens (point from Philippi 
to. Athens on a map), he found a city 
with many statues of make-believe per- 
sons, whom the people called gods; many 
beautiful houses for the gods, called 
temples; and many altars, on which in- 
cense and other presents were given to 
the gods. Some of the gods were named 
Zeus, Mars, Diana, and Venus. But 
Paul found one altar marked “TO THE 
UNKNOWN GOD.” Paul thought: Now 
I will tell the people about the true God, 
this one they do not know. So he told 
them how, away back in the beginning, 
God made the world and everything in 
it. He was a great God, Lord of all 
Heaven and earth, too big to live in any 
temple men could make. He did not 
need any presents men might give Him, 
for He had made everyone and every- 
thing. He made black people and 
white and yellow and brown, and gave 
them the different parts of the earth to 
live in. He wanted them all to come 
to Him; He was not far away; they were 
living in Him. Of course, God was not 
made of gold or stone like their statues. 
God was alive, as they themselves were. 
They must ask God's forgiveness for 
worshiping statues instead of Him, or 
else some day they would be judged, 
and judged fairly, by the one God had 
appointed as judge, one whom God had 
raised from the dead. But most of the 
people only made fun of Paul and the 
idea of a person coming to life after he 
died. 

God had given those people life, but 
they would not believe in Him and His 
Son who could give them a better life 
that would never die. God made us and 
gave us our body-life and breath. He 
also gives us spirit-life, if we have taken 
the Lord Jesus to be our Saviour. Then 
He becomes our Father as well as our 
maker. Because He made us, He knows 
everything that will make us get along 
best in life and He knows what will 
make us happy. How is your “Happy 
New Year” coming along? (Review the 
last lesson, and give opportunity for 
testimonies regarding it.) 

Help the children formulate a prayer 
expressive of thanksgiving for physical 
and spiritual life. The following is sug- 
gestive: Our Father which art in

man. He told them God was in Heaven 
and could not be worshiped by men’s 
hands, but had commanded men to re- 
pent, for He would judge them some 
day as to whether they had believed on 
His Son whom He had raised from the 
dead. 

Some of the listening crowd made fun 
of Paul, as they would today in one of 
our cities; some said they would like 
to hear more about it before they de- 
cided what to believe, just as they do 
today when we tell them about the Lord 
Jesus Christ; but some believed, just as 
they do today when the Gospel is 
preached, 


Paul was one of the greatest of preach- 
ers, but he could not convince very many 
of the Greeks that Jesus Christ should 
be their Saviour. They were very well 
educated, very learned men, spent most 
of their time studying and debating, but 
ihey were not wise men, for “the fear 
of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” 
So many of the same kind of people 
today — teachers, college students, and 
professors — cannot believe fin the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


But we should tell the story of sal- 
vation to them even if they will not 
accept, for then they can never say that 
they were not told about Jesus. And 
you never know when one of the hard 
ones will accept your Saviour. Even 
in Athens Paul had some converts, one 


a man who was one of the learned men’ 


who debated on Mars’ Hill, and the other 
a woman of whom we know nothing but 
her name, Damaris, and there were 
others who are not named. 


Aren’t you glad we do not have to wor- 
ship as the Athenians did, an unknown 
God, but that we know about the Lord 
Jesus Christ? We know God is the creator 
of all things, we know He gives us all 
things, even life itself, and our hearts 
should overflow with gratitude to Him 
for all His gifts, but most of all, for 
His Son, our Saviour. And we have a 
right to call Him “our Father” if we 
have believed on His Son. Thousands 
of people say the Lord’s Prayer who 
have no right to call God Father. We hear 
much talk about the Fatherhood of God 
by people who refuse to accept Jesus 
Christ as their Saviour. They have no 
right to call Him their Father. 


Be very sure of your salvation, then 
you can be sure God is your Father, 
that Heaven is to be your home, and that 
you are really the child of the King! 
How would you like to be a prince or a 
princess? You can be, you are, if you 
belong to the Lord Jesus Christ, and with 
Him you are heirs of all things, in earth 
and Heaven. Think of it, let it thrill 
you, for it is true!

his humble supper. He was a godly man 
who, with his wife, was supporting a 
girl in a mission school in India. On 
his plate had been placed a letter just 
received from India. He broke the seal 
and began to read.

The 
missionary, whom I knew personally, 
told about this girl, how she had re- 
sisted .all efforts for her spiritual help. 
She had become hard and incorrigible, 
and was not only resisting Christ for 
herself, but was standing seriously in 
the way of others accepting Him. Un- 
less a change should come very shortly 
in this girl, the missionary wrote, they 
would be obliged, for the sake of the 
other girls, to send her from the school 
altogether. The blacksmith entered into 
his closet and prayed. Now, Saturday 
night in Ohio, as you all know, is Sun- 
day morning in India, allowing for the 
difference in time. As was afterward 


learned, on that Sunday morning the - 


missionary lady gathered with her class 
of girls in Sunday school as usual. The 
lesson, however, had not proceeded far 
when, without apparent reason, this in- 
corrigible girl leaped from her seat on 
the floor, flung herself in tears at the 
feet of the missionary, and wept her way 
to the Saviour. The other girls were 
deeply moved; one by one they followed 
her example, and salvation came to the 
whole class that morning. Vital energy 
had been put forth by prayer in Ohio 
and, as a result, great things came to pass 
in India.—From “Marching Orders.”

The second great truth that we need 
to see is that the Lord Jesus, by coming 
to this world in human flesh, by dying 
on the cross and rising from the dead 
and returning to the Father, has opened 
up to all believers a “new and living 
way” to the Father (Heb. 10:20), by 
which all believers may come “boldly,” 
or without fear or hesitation, to the 
throne of grace (Heb. 4:16). We do not 
have to wait for any particular time 
or place, or for the ministrations of any 
particular man to ehjoy this privilege, 
nor are we dependent upon the inter- 
cession of Mary or any holy person who 
has been labeled a saint by the church, 
to have our prayers answered. We have 
the assurance of God’s Word that He 
hears us and that therefore He will an- 
swer (1 John 5:14, 15). 


ig 
In the third place, we need to recog- 
nize that our claim upon God, when we 
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come to Him in prayer, is not based 
on any holy living or act of penance 
that we may do, nor is it based tipon 
the good life or the ministrations of any 
other human being. It is based solely 
on the finished work of the Lord Jesus 
on Calvary (1 Tim, 2:5, 6; Eph, 2:8, 9; 
and 2 Tim, 1:9).

Finally, we need to see, as believing 
Christians, that when we have sinned, 
or disobeyed, or transgressed the will of 
our Heavenly Father, we have an imme- 
diate and direct access to God, who has 
told us, “If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cheanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness” (1 John 1:9). We are not told to 
confess to any human being or to any 
representative of the church, or to wait 
for some particular time or place to 
make our confession. It can be made 
direct to God, instantly, wherever we 
are, the moment.we know we have sin- 
ned. Thus our fellowship with the 
Heavenly Father may be interrupted 
only momentarily. 

It is the name of the Lord Jesus and 
faith in Him that is the key that un- 
locks for us all of the resources that 
are at the disposal of God the Father. 
He has told us that if we will ask any- 
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thing in His name, He widl do it for us 
(John 14:13, 14). There is not the slight- 
est Scriptural support for the teaching 
of Romanism that requests are to be 
made in the name of Mary or of any 
of the saints. To come to God by any 
other way than the way He has pro- 
vided in the Lord Jesus Himself makes 
us, in the words of the Lord Jesus, a 
thief or a robber (John 10:1), for it 
takes from Christ the glory and the 
rightful place that God has given to His 
beloved Son, and it destroys for each 
of us that writ of emancipation which 
the Lord Jesus has given to. every fol- 
lower of His, when He said, “If the Son 
therefore shall make you free, ye shall 
be free indeed” (John 8:36).

With some, there is an undue famil- 
iarity in addressing the Lord of Heaven. 
Being the friends of Jesus does not alter 
the fact that we must ever view our Lord 
as Thomas did, when he cried, “My Lord 
and my God.” Lip-love is often counter- 
feit, for not all who cry, “Lord, Lord,” 
recognize the Lordship of Christ. 
Govett, in his commentary on this pas- 
sage, observes: “The Father loves the 
Son, and shows Him all that He does. 
The Son in turn makes known to us the 
love of God, by discovering to us His 
counsels. ‘I have heard from My Father; 
I have made known to you.’ Here our 
Lord takes His peace of superiority above 
all sons and servants. Why does He 
not say, ‘Whatsoever I have heard from 
our Father?’ Thus in a thousand ways 
the Saviour lets us know His greatness, 
in spite of His condescension; lest we 
should forget the gulf which severs us 
by nature from Him, and which grace 
can never wholly fill up.” 


Acknowledging, as did the Apostle 
Paul, “By the grace of God I am what 
I am,” let us bow low at His blessed 
feet and offer Him the love and devo- 
tion of our hearts, with the prayer that 
we may ever live as the friendsof Jesus.
